Roosevelt is now preaching is based on the 
democratic principle that all nations must 
consent to disarmament or all must go 
armed, He holds society is too cosmopoll- 
tan for one people to longer go armed while 
others diecard their weapons. In this is to 
be found the crux of the present war: either 
the military machine of the Central Powers 
must be smashed or the United States and 
the British Empire must perfect machines 
as superior to that of the Hun as are their 
combined fleets to the German navy. There 
Is no other way. 


Passing of Russia. 

S A political subdivision Russia no 

longer exists. The separate provinces 
of what once composed the Russian Em- 
pire are operafing under the provincial gov- 
ernments, but the greater portion of them 
have refused to acknowledge the authority 
of any centra]) government. The situation 
is similar to that which would exist in the 
forty-eight States forming the United States 
if the Federal government were suddenly to 
collapse. The greatest confusion would 
come in finance, just as it has come in Rus- 
sia, for the reason that the central govern- 
ment issues all money in circulation and ex- 
ercises a general supervision over bank op- 
erations. There would not be absence of 
government, State and local governments 
would still exist for preserving interior peace 
and protecting property, but the function of 
a federal government would cease; forty 
eight governments would be substituted for 
a single government and none of the forty- 
eight State governments would have author- 
ity over any other.

Classifying the Sammies. 
INCE the United States became an active 
participant in the present world war 
there has been an awakened interest among 
European countries in American history. 
There is an almost feverish perusal of all 
wofks relating to the conduct of the Civil 
War. So great has this interest become 
that a number of new Civil War books ap- 
pear among the holiday book offerings. It 
is reported that the sale of these publica- 
tions is three times ag heavy in England 
as in this country. , 

This renewed interest in the Civil War is 
but natural. There was not enough fighting 
in the Spanish-American War to really 
classify the American soldier, and it is to 
the Civil War that the strategists must turn 
to form their estimates. The genera] ver 
dict of the British crities is favorable to the 
American soldier point out that the 
loss of life sustained in many of the regi- 
ments engaged during the Civil War was 
greater than anything reported during the 
present war. There is some unfavorable 
comment on the number of desertions re 
ported; but this is explained by the more 
thoughtful critics on the theory that there 
were times when the armies were left prac 
tically without supplies, and that it was dur- 
ing these times, and not when the fighting 
was hardest, that desertions occurred. 

German strategists assert that it was the 
troops of German birth and training that 
formed the backbone of the Union fighting 
force during the war; but the Euglish critics 
have rejoined by quoting statistics to show 
that not one Union soldier in eight was of

Indeed there is no reason Why corn should 
mot take the place of wheat in every Ameri- 
can family.

And this mass consists entirely of 
stuffs, the frost nutritious, the most heating 
and most energy-producing of any known to 
man. The crop is big enough, if it were 
divided equally among us, to support the 
life of the whole nation and leave some to 
spare. It would give thirty-two bushels to 
every man, Woman and child in our country, 
Or enough to supply every one of 
families with three bushels of meal every 
week for the whole year to come. 

In actual quantity corn is the greatest 
food crop of the world. This year it will 
exceed the wheat crop, which comes from 
the four quarters of the earth, and it will 
be of enormous value in the war situation. 
A Yast amount of it will be fed at home and 
@ caravan of ships will carry another por- 
tion abroad in the shape of meat and. corn 
meal to be used to make war bread of one 
kind of another. ‘ 

Indeed, the value of the corn crop as & 
War asset could be greatly increased, if 
more were used in the shape of corn meal 
instead of being manufactured into meat on 
the farms: As it is now one-fourth of our 
corn is consumed by horses and mules, an- 
other fourth is eaten by hogs and several 
hundred million bushels are fed to the 
cows. A vast amount goes to make beef 
and something like 60,000,000 bushels are 
annually consumed by our sheep. It is the 
high price of corn that makes the high 
price of meat, and I might say also the high 
prices of other foods which could be re- 
placed by our eating corn meal. 

We might grind tlie corn and ship it to 
Europe, but the people there have no idea 
of its value, with the exception, perhaps, 
as a stock food. The prejudice against it is 
such that it would be impossible to intro- 
duce it except as a mixture with wheat or 
rye flour, and the best solution of the prob- 
lem will be for us to eat the corn at home

The National Association of 
White Corn Millers has recently shown that 
white corn flour can be mixed with wheat 
flour in the proportion of 15 per cent. in the 
making of all bread and cakes, and that 
such a mixture would save $200,000,000 a 
year in the food bill of the country. This 
mixture has the approval of the national 
government; including the Council of Na 
tional Defense. 


Mixed, it Improves White Flour. 


The Bureau of Chemistry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been experiment- 
ing for the past four years in the making 
of bread containing mixtures of other flours 
with wheat flour. It is said that their ex- 
periments show that 25 per cent. of white 
corn flour can be mixed with wheat flour

1917 Medal of Honor Men.

HE United States will come out of the 

World War more of a nation of hero 

worshipers. There will be songs and 
stories of heroes who fought under the 
Stars and Stripes as long as the loved ban- 
ner floats at the mast-of our country's pur 
poses, yet there are nien who have not been 
to wars at home or abroad, men too old and 
boys too young, who are briefly announced 
now and then as heroes and then forgotten. 
Bach year there is issued a list of men 
and a short account of their exploits which 
have won the attention of the Secretary of 
the Treasury through the medium of the 
United States coast guard service. 
For forty-three years, near the end of each

The hero of heroes among the twenty- 
two men receiving medals during the fiscal 
year ending June 3), 1917, was Stephen J. 
Murray of No. 615 East Sixteenth street, 
New York City. Getween the years 1897 
and 1906, Murray saved eight persons on 
different occasions from drowning in East 
River. One night at a fire—in February, 
1911-—this hero rescued fourteen persons. 
In 1913 he saved the lives of three girls, 
pulling them away just in the aick of time 
from a lighted bomb, which exploded in 
Fast Sixteenth street, New York. The act 
of heroism for which he received the: medal 
from the Treasury Maren 1, 1917, cecurred 
on April 19, 1916. ; 


A Thrilling Rescue. 


This event, co, was most productive of 
thrills. In his own words, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the writer, he says: “On April 
19, 1916, while I was working on the pier 
at the foot of Twenty-sixth street, Hast 
River, | heard some people shouting ‘Man 
I ran to where they were 
standing and saw the man. The tide was 
running out at the time and was carrying 
him away from the pier. I immediately 
jumped in without removing any of my 
clothing, but before I reached him he had 
sunk. I reached him, however, as he came 
up, and caught hold of him. He struggled 
with me and tried to break my hold on him 
until he became exhausted. I finally suc- 
ceeded in getting him to the plier and sent 
to Bellevue Hospital.” 

The fact which at once acts as a source 
of vivid imagination is one that Mr. Mur- 
ray failed to mention—that the man rescued 
was a prisoner who had broken away and 
jumped into East River while being taken 
to Blackwells Island. . 

How could a man, heroic or just ordinary, 
possibly rescue another by a ladder out of 
the water? A medalist of last year’s list 
performed this feat. He lives in Niagara 
Falls, which may account for some of his 
aquatic accomplishments. In any event, on

No bank is in a position to meet the 
claims of all its depositors, should all de 
mand their money at the same time. The 
money placed in-a bank by depositors is 
used in various ways. Banks make their 


_ money by the difference between the rate of 


interest they pay to their depositors and the 


* rate they collect for the loans they make; 


therefore, a great part of the money they 
hold is always represented by notes, mort- 
gages, securities of various kinds. A cash 
reserve, carefully calculated to be sufficient 
to meet all demands, and fixed by law, is 
always in the vaults.

SOUTHLAND'S PART. 

Callfornia is now shipping 
foodstuffs East at the rate of 
220,000 tons a month, accord- 
fag to Ralph FP. Merritt, State 
Food Administrator. A large 
percentage of these shipments is 
being made from Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and the bulk is in the 
form of perishable food. 

G. Harold Powell, manager 
of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, who has charge of 
all perishable foodstuffs for the 
Untted States Food Administra- 
tion, stated on his arrival here 
a few days ago that the policy 
of the Food Administration is 
to promote the perishable food 
industry and that there is a 
liberal car supply to handle 
these crops. 

“We have answered fn the 
affirmative to the question: .Are 
perishables essential during the 
war’” said Mr. Powell, “The 
fundamental policy of the ad- 
ministration has been to see that 
these foods are used freely in 
lieu of foodstuffs that may be 
exported. There are no restric- 
tions on handifng perishable 
foodstuffs, and there is not like- 
ly to be.” 

Rallroad men assert that the 
government will not be able to 
handle the railroad business as 
well as would the heads of the 
transcontinental lines, providing 
the carriers were permitted to 
pool their shipping. Pooling is 
forbidden by the anti-trust laws, 
and the railroads are asking 
that such pooling be permitted 
during the war period. 

THE LABOR SIDE. 

local traffic men state that 
the real incentive for govern- 
ment operation at this time is 
to give the government a stran- 
gle hold on the labor situation. 
The railroads have asked for a 
15 per cent. increase in freight 
rates. The union employees 
have taken advantage of this to 
ask for a wage increase of 40 
per cent.

asked for by the rail carriers 
is to meet the increased labor 
cost necessitated by the eight- 
hour day. If the 40 per cent. 
increase in wages is granted, 
the railroads will have to get 


another increase in freight 
rates to meet the added ex- 
pense. 


The situation has become so 
complicated that the govern- 
ment sees only one Way out— 
that is for government owner- 
ship .of the carriers and the 
conscription of labor, if neces- 
sary. 

AS TO VALUES. 

Holders of railway stock will 
have no immediate cause for 
concern about loss of incomes, 
it is asserted. It is proposed 
that the same dividends shail 
be paid by the government as 
the stockholders received in 
1914, 

The California taxpayer haa 
a special interest In the ques- 
tion of government ownership, 
however. The transcontinental 
lines pay to the State govern- 
ment about $5,000,000 a year tn 
taxes. Under government op- 
eration no allowance is made 
for taxes. That goes to the 
government, but it leaves a hole 
of $5,000,000 a year in Cali- 
fornia’s revenue that must be 
filled by local taxation. 

Never before have the three 
main lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific, Salt Lake and Santa Fe 
systems carried such a tremen- 
dous amount of business, and 
never before has there been 
such a strenuous effort made on 
the part of the roads to keep 
up to the maximum capacity. 

MAKE CARS HERE. 


The Southern Pacific has 
solved its threatened car-short- 
age problem by beginning to 
manufacture freight cars in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. A 


and ig price of materials have « 


500 tank cars and 200 extra 
cars for general service. At 
the beginning of the war, the 
Santa Fe turned over to the 
government a partiy-filled or- 
der for forty-six new engines. 
It ls now receiving delivery on 
an order for 160 new engines. of 
which forty-six are for the Pa- 
cifie division. 

The Salt Lake route, fn ad- 
dition to increasing its equip- 
ment {in flat and box cars, is re- 
celving delivery of 1600 steel 
gondola cars of fifty tons capac- 
ity each. for the handling of 
Ttah coal.

There will be no encouragment 
of industry. no efforts to secure 
new manufacturing enterprises 
and no thought of bullding 
branch lines for feeders.

(aliformia is now sending foodstuffs East at the rate of 220,000 tons a month. There are now 289 canneries in the State and the output surpasses all other States in the Union.

 LTHOUGH this war has created 
Germany and her vassals, it has almost miraculously unified races and 
nations that have for long Centuries been unfriendly when not open 
enemies, and it has brought into trustworthy understanding other nations that 
have long regarded war as inevitable between them at some more or less 
distant date. | . 

- So it is that whoever speaks slightingly of any one of the Allies, speaks 
slightingly of America. No American can with honor say, as many of them 
have said: “I'm patrietic and all that, but | wouldn't trust England; or 
“The Japs are playing a crafty game—just waiting for a chance to jump us;" 
or “Phe French are only after revenge—why should we fight to give them 
Alsace?” Scratch such a ‘patriot’ and you will find not a Tartar, but a Hun. 


The blessings that grow out of war are precious because they are ob- 
tained with great sacrifices; and the greatest of those blessings from this 
war will be the l friendships established between potentially antagonistic 
nations. The tatives of Britain, France, Italy, Japan, China, and 


doesn't dare be himself or say what he thinks, but as Allies, making com- 
» mon cause against a barbarous enemy. The nations are learnimg to be human, 
to put their prides into their pockets and, instead of looking suspiciously 
at each success and ‘advantage gained by another, to rejoice and to applaud, 


as all applauded the French at the Marne and at Verdun, the British at 
Jutland and Cambrai and Jerusalem, the Japanese at Viadivostok, the 
Italians at the Piave. | 
The spirit of co-operation, of unity, now inspiring the Allies in their 
exhaustive war against a common enemy, has removed the barriers which 
have hitherto prevented nations from becoming intimately acquainted. 
Those“barriers have been formality and suspicion, inevitably present when 
diplomats meet merely to see which can best the others in some treaty or 
IT. 
NSTEAD of being jealous of the leadership that is coming to America 
| in much of the war work, the other nations have not only made: the way 
easy, but have given encouragement and assistance. !t was more than 
the selfish joy at receiving help that set England wild with enthusiasm when 
‘the Yankee boys marched through the streets of London, when the people 
of Paris strewed their streets with flowers. It was generous in the extreme 
of Gen. Byng to emphasize in the dispatches the work done by American 
engineers at Cambrai. It has been confidence-inspiring on the part of the’ 
English and French to give our boys so much time behind the lines in train- 
ing and to gradually work them into the front line trenches. Of course, that 
training was given in order that they would be better equipped for the war 
‘and the more readily distingpish themselves; but the point is that jealous’ 
Allies would not have wished American troops to distinguish themselves; 
and what we have been saying is that the Allies are developing a fine friend- 
ship and a fine 
this war is over. P 
lt may be some time before American generals will undertake an in- 
dependent offensive. It would be folly for Pershing. or any other man whose 


_himeelf hastily against the veteran strategists of Germany. Ametican gen- 
erals have more to learn than American privates; and the privates, the young 
officers, too, have the most optimistic future. The chiefs in command cannot 
go further up; they can only hold their own, or fall, A mistake, their own 
or a subordinate's, and they fall like Von Moltke, or are removed and “pro- 
moted™ te an advisory capacity like Sir John French, Joffre and Cadorna.

ND in this war it is not the academic officers that are surest of promotion. 
A Since our Civil War commissions have been granted to enlisted men 
only when they passed examinations with pen and ink, showed them- 
selves to be competent spellers and letter perfect in grammar. Now the need 
is for war-brains. England has, one might say, almost for centuries, been 
very particular about the family connections and social attachments of her 
officers; France, too, has granted commissions only to those who added other 
qualities to the supposititious military capacity. But all that has been changed 
in thie war. Once again, as in Napoleon's day, cach private carries a 


ments was three years ago a private who scarcely had a military term in his 
vocabulary. One of the generals on Haig's staff is a lad of 30 who went 
into the war a raw subaltern, and probably now doesn't know much about 
spelling, but has shown himself to have war-Brains. 


Innumerable soldiers, privates and noncommissioned officers, have been 
boosted up the ladder. not only because they are brave—bravery is expected 
of each soldier—but because they have shown themselves to be quick, ac- 
curate thinkers, men who use their heads as well as their trigger fingers 
Aye, and men who have first proved their ability to command by the respect 
with which they received orders and the decisiveness with which they ex- 
ecuted them. Officers are needed, not men polished in language, not elegant 
dancers fit to grace a diplomat's staf. 

It has been so in all wars, and we see no reason to expect this will be 
an exception. Off the field of battle come the men who, for the next twenty- 
five or more years, will direct the destiny of their country, not only in war, 
but in politics and commerce. War is the testing ground. So recently as 
the Spanish-American War the late Gen. Funston was a foot-loose adventurer. 
But he had war-brains and rapidly rose to the highest position in active 
service. Following the Civil War Presidents, the Congressmen, the Sen- 
ators, as well as the generals, were almost entirely selected from among those 
who had proved themselves in battle. a 

There are no limits to the heights which a man may scale when nations 
are at war. All the old, restricting conventions are broken down. A man 
is a man, not a family connection; it is individual initiative and ability to win 
the confidence of fellow-soldiers and of his nation that counts, not his artistry 
at wire-pulling. In war time a soldier is jumped over the heads of his 
superiors, not because he happens to have a father-in-law on the Committee 
on Military Affairs, but because he has made victories. When France had 
been at war less than three months, Joffre had sent into retirement a dozen 
generals. Somebody had to take those generals’ places, and somebody the 
places of those who became generals. so on down the line. And before 
this war is over, American soldiers with mames now obscurely scrawled on 


company rosters mere infini units in a vast army, wil] have 
shot out from obscurity because they had the stuff in them that makes for 
promotion. . 


IV. 

ND in the days that close this war it may be some American name, now 
‘ obscure, that is hailed by the nation with gratitude and honor.- Day 
dreaming? Remember, Grant was a tanner when the first shot was 
fired on Sumter. Remember, Funston was little more than a filibuster when 
the Maine was blown up. Remember, too, that Gen. Miles, the ranking of- 
ficer of the Spanish-American War, came from the ranks by fighting—not 
by scribbling on an examination paper. America has no great military caste 
to draw from; she must, and gladly will, take her new generals from farmer 
lads or groctry clerks, from mechanics and stenographers, as she has taken 

her bankers and men of commerce from them. 

Those men of commerce, those engineers, bankerg and strategists in 
peaceful pursuits havé already placed America in the leadership of the world. 
Our President was choserf as the spokesman to reply to the peace overtures 
from the Vatican; and it is America that has demanded that the Allies perfect 
their organization of co-operation and give to a centralized authority as com- 
plete as possible jurisdiction over the Allied economic and military forces. 
America does not ask for that authority for herself; she asks that it be estab- 
lished. and. of course, the interests of each nation will be represented and 


guarded. 

But who is so blind as to fail to see that such a centralized authority 
will have in it the organism of international government? It will be the first 
time that great nations have ever even so faintly placed themselves under a 
co-operative authority that needs little more than a mere twist of a pen point 
‘to become a co-operative government of world-powers! 

And with Germany crushed, with the Allied nations on the best of terms 
and painfully aware of war's horrible extravagance and folly, it is not unlikely 
that the dream of a world government, an international confederation, not 
to maintain a balance of power but a continuance of peace, will materialize. 


As America is the Mother of Republica, it is fitting that America should take 


the leadership in bringing about « Republic of World Powers.

the birthplace of both the Christ and Da- 
vid, where the latter wandered as a Goy. 
for he was descended from Rahab, the Caa- 
nanite, and Ruth, the Moabitess, che “who 
stood amid the alien .corn:” the well at 
Bethlehem, whose waters David loved bet- 
ter than any in Israel, and a hoet of other 
places well known In sacred history’ 

Mighty engines of modern war are rum- 
bling through the land made famous to 
Bible readers, the ‘land that has been fought 
over by Bayptians, Babylonians, Romane, 
Persians, Saracens, Crusaders and Turks, 
and the songs of the Land of Tipperary are 
mingled with the memories of the songs 
sung by David, and his most pteintive 
pealm, the fifty-eixth, where he cries, “Be 
merciful to me, O God, for man would swal- 
up; he fighting dally oppresseth me;

JAPAN'S SEAWEED INDUSTRY. | 


Highly Developad and Amounts to 
About $2,000,000 a Year. 

A good deal may be heard in the 
years to come about the coonserva- 
tion of seaweed In the salt waters 
around the United Gtates and the 
vast tonnage of this valuable vege- 
table matter which is cast up on 
the American coasts. The Amer- 
ican people make little ure of the 
numerous marine plants which gen- 
erally pass under the name of sea- 
weed. yore work has been done 
on the Pacific Coast In gathering 
that form of seaweed called kelp 
end in reducing it for the potash 
which it contains, and some 
weed is gathered from which iodine 
ls obtained, but it was not long ago 
that the United States Commissioner 
of Fisheries said that, while the 
seaweed resources of the United 
Btates are equal to those of Japan. 
the seaweed products of this coun- 
try are annually worth only $40,000, 
while th4 geaweed fisheries of Japan 
yield some@thing $2,000,000 «a 
year. 

The sehweed industry, curious «as 
that phrase may sound to the aver- 
age Am highly developed 
in Japan, Bhd the thrifty people of 

use 


exported, China Delng ome of the 
important purchasers. 

Some seaweeds are Valuable as 
human food, and that variety called 
kelp is one of the staple foods of 
Japan, being sold under the native 
name of “kombu.” It prepared in 
several ways, but principally by 
belling. Reduced to the form of 
jelly, it finds a place in the menu 
of millions of Japanese, and long 
use has shown it hot only to be pal- 
stable, but also wholesome and nu- 

ous. 

An old Japanese industry is that 
of making glue, and for 300 or 400 
years the ingenious people have been 
making glue from several species of 
seaweed. From seaweed the Japa- 
nese also make an excellent starch 
for etifening fabrics. A Japanese 
vegetable isinglass w another of the 
Japanese seaweed products. It is 
made from those seaweeds that are 
rich in jelly. They are boiled in 
fresh water and then the pulpy maas 
strained through coarse cloths. 
An important Japanese industry 
is the manufacture of jelly which is 
used throughout America and 
rope es 4& culture media for bac- 
terla. This is a seaweed jelly and 
it has been sald that the ansuail 
export value of this product is in 
excess of $1,000,000. The seaweed 
from which the Japanese make this 
jelly grows on the American coasts, 
but no use is made of it. 

One of the food seaweeds of Ja- 
pen is that variety which Amert- 
cans know as “laver.” It is a red 
seaweed and is cultivated by the 
Japanese, one of the principal places 
for raising this crop being the Bay 
of Tokio. The government leases 
areas in that bay to the planters. 
The main plan of cultivation is to

We 
earnestiy urge that each day in our 
leading newspapers a casualty list 


be published, giving the name. the‘ 


State and the cause of death of each 
soldier.who has died in our home 
camps. This is due to the men who 
give their lives to their country as 


truly as if they died upon the bat- 


tle fields of France. The knowledge 
that their names will be enrolled 
among the nation’s heroes will sus- 
tain them in their dying momenta. 
It is also due to the parents that 
they see their sons’ names honored 
by the People of America.”

“In the night of August 18-19 the village of Saint-Maurice 
was punished for having fired on German soldiers. It was burnt 
to the ground by German troops (the Twelfth and Seventh Land- 
wehr.) The village was surrounded, men posted a yard apart, 
eo that no one could get out. Then the Uhlans set fire to it, 
house by house. Neither man, woman nor child could escape, 
only the live stock was carried off, as that could be used. Any 
one who rushed out was shot down. All the inhabitants in the 
village were burnt with the houses.” 

Read Los Angeles for Saint-Maurice. Would our men, do 
you think, be tempted in the horror of invasion, to fire upon the 
eriemy? And for gheir impulsive courage, can you picture us 
cold-bloodedly hemmed in by enemy soldiers, ready to shoot us if 
we tried to run out, and calmly, coldly, by official orders, burned 
alive in our homes? No, of course, we cannot picture it. The 
thing is too utterly incredible. Yet there is corroborative evi- 
dence of this dreadful item from a soldier's dairy in scores of 
other diaries, in the German official orders, in the hands of th 
Bryce Commission today, ready to be inspected by all who care 
to see. 

Or here is another extract from Private Fischer's diary, of 
the Eighth Bavarian Infantry, Thirty-third Reserve Division: 

“A shell burst near the Eleventh Company and wounded 
seven men. At 5 o'clock we were ordered to shoot all the male 
inhabitants of Nomeny, because the population had foolishly at- 
tempted to stay the German advance. We broke into the houses 
and executed every one according to martial law. The houses 
which had not been already destroyed, were set on fire by us, 80 
that the town was reduced to ashes. It is a terrible sight when 
helpless women and children, utterly destitute, are herded together 
and driven into France.” 

Here is another, from the note-book of Noncommissioned 
Officer Reinhold Koehm, of the Second Battalion of Engineers, 
Third Army Corps, recording the sack of Vise: 

WHOLE TOWN RUTHLESSLY DESTROYED. 

“During the night of August 15-16 Engineer G. gave the 
alarm in the town of Vise. Every one was shot or taken prisoner 
and the houses burnt. The prisoners were made to march in front 
of the troops.”

Now we must keep in mind the pur- 
chasing” power of the dollar. 
particularly in its relation to food 
products. In that year 
(1914) 100 bushels of wheat would 
buy $100 worth of building ma- 
terials, while today it will buy $280 
worth of the same materials. One 
hundred bushels of corn would then 
have bought $70 worth of building 
materials, and today it will buy $200 
worth. One hundred bushels of 
oats would have bought leas than 
$40 worth of materials in 1914, and 
today it will buy $80 worth. Hogs 
were then worth §7 a hundred- 
wight; today they are around $17 
hundred weight. Cotton was 
worth $10 a hundredweight then, 
and today it is $24. 
| These comparisons of value do 
not relate merely to the farmer, the 
stockraiser and the planter: but are 
of equal interest to the producer and 
consumer of practically every ma- 
terial-—copper, iron, sinc, lead, coal, 
petroleum—all of which show in- 
creases of 100 per cent. or more in 
value. In other words, every 100 
pounds of materials produced in 
these lines will buy roughly twice as 
much building m as it would 
have bought tn 1914. 


Materials 

If wg look at the prices of build- 
ing materials, we shall see a large 
contrasting <cifference. Three years 
ago Portland cement was selling at 
about $1.75 a barrel, and today it is 
$2.46 and advance of 46 per cent. 
Common brick has changed from 
$7 to $8 a thousand In 1814 to $9 


and $11 per thousand today, an ad- 
vance of 30 to 40 per cent. Piaster 


shows about 35 per cent. advance; 
lumber about the same. Labor em- | 
ployed in buliding — carpenters, 
average increase in waste of 16 per 
cent. Moreover, contractors are) 
figuring more closely now, so that 
it is easy to show that the increase 
in cost of building construction has 
not kept pace with the increase in 
other lines of production. 

Perhaps it may be argued that the 
salaried clerk would not find the 
present year the most economical 
time to bulld; and yet there is basis 
for belief that a relative advantage 
could be shown In his case. Bulld- 
ing materials will never again be as 
lew in price as they have been in 
the past. Searcity in some lines, 
and the higher cost of production 
will regulate the values. Even if 
peace should come shortly, there is 
no prospect for lower prices for any 
bullding material, tn fact, the re- 
building of destroyed districts wit 
create a demand exceeding the pos- 
Bible supply. 

Money that ts expended tn build- 
ing now is likely te prove of better 
value within a year or two than can 
be shown ff it ls invested in almost 
anything else throughout the entire 
high-pressure list.

The opening at the harbor of the 
Agencia Mexicana de Pescas ends a 
long and bitter fight to supply the 
Los Angeles market with Mexican 
fish through the boats at the harbor 


instead of through San Diego. The 


new..Mexican agency will be in 
charge of Alfonso von Schrabil, who 
will issue permits to all markets 
and all fishing boats on equa! terms. 
Heretofore no boat from this pert 
was recognised in Mexican waters 
and several have been fired upon by 
Mexican patrol boats.

In Los Angeles county there are 
3600 acres of lettuce growing in all 
stages of maturity. Shipments are 
brisk and growers ere receiving 96 
cents to $1.15 per crate of about 


four dozen heads. . 

In ad@ition to this supply of ee 
tuce, Imperial Valley has 25 
acres rapidly maturing, the first care 
loads of which started eastward last 
week. The continued Warm 
and absence of rain are affecting the 
firmness of the heads, but this will 
all be changed when more seasome 
able, climatic condhions prevail. 

The yield of lettuce in California 
is quite variable, but 300 crates per 
acre of four doven heads is consid- 
ered normal. An Imperial Valley 
grower, who had sixty acres test 
year, shipped forty-three cars from 
the first thirty-four acres, but 
shipped only nine cars from the re- 
maining ¢«Wenty-eik acres. Lettuce 
is a Cold weather crop and the out- 
put of an acre diminishes as soon 
as the hot days begin to appear. The 
xverage production in Imperial Val- 
ley is abowt a half-car to the atte 

Fifteen hundred carloads of car- 
rots in Lue Angeles are up and 
promising full yield. 

Impertal Valley adds to the Jist 
about 14500 acres of peas; and #800 
acres of winter tomatoes, which are 
already up and protected. 

Coming from Sacramento River 
and Southern California points, 
there is also an output of 6500 car 
loads of celery, which is rolling 
eastward at the rate of thirty-five 
carloads per day. A fifth of this 
erop is shipped.

| As a general thing, we like to 
breed to birds reasonably free from 
blemishes, particularly if of a hered- 
itary nature. If the bird comes 
from a good laying strain, and eggs 
are the leading consideration, we 
can see no great harm in mating 
him to females of well-known pro- 
ductiveness. The chances are the 
progeny would possess laying 
qualities. 


Tonics and stimulants have their 
place, but it is a mistake to classify 
them as foods for poultry any more 
than for people. 

Clean nests in a secluded situa- 
tlén will not only induce content- 
ment, but avoid hidden onés which 
are often not discovered wntil their 
contents have attained some age. 
Hen fruit should have a good 
shell; if frail it will not stand 
handling nor carriage. 

Meat foods must be fresh and 
free from taint, especially if they 
are to be fed to young stock. Noth- 
ing will wpset a flock of growing 
ehickg quicker than spoiled meat. 

Irregular feeding of hens, fre- 
quentiy causes derangement of the 
digestive organs, resulting im- 
paired health and fewer exgs. 

In selecting éggs for shipping by 

mail, thin-shelled and unusually 
long or irregular shaped eggs. should 
be avoided. Each ess should 
be wrapped in sufficient paper to 
hold & snugly in ite own individual 
compartment In the container. 
} Getting winter eggs should be 
easier in California than in’ the 
regions of ice and snow. Comfort- 
able quarters, wholesome feeding 
and plenty of work (scratching) wilt 
almost solve the problem. 

Every egg sent to market should 
be gua@ratiteed pure and frésh. This 
does not imply, however, that after 
leaving the ranch it will reach the 
ultimate consumer in that condition. 
Hen fruit is quite as apt to attain a 
“strong” age in store and watehouse 
as tt is on the fanch.

Poeding Value of Water. 


As water consists of two of the 
important elements of protopinem, 
hydrogen and oxygen, and is the 
source of the bulk of these elements 
utilized by plant life, it is essential 
to plant life from its chemical com- 
position alone. As protoplasm is the 
firat physical evidence of Nfe' in a 
plant, water ts a supplier ef hydro- 
gen and oxygen is a first necessity 
to life action, as these are primary 
elements of plant nutrition. A por- 
tion of the required oxygen ia taken 
by plants from the air during res- 
piration, as is evidenced by the de- 
velopment of some planta under in- 


creased oxygen pressure, bit the 
4 major part comes from the water 
absorbed. 


The fact that plants contain $6 to 
98 per cent. water, emphasises its 
importance in considering the feed- 
ing of our crops. Living vegetable 
matter may exist under some condl- 
tions with only 6 or 6 per cent. of 
water in it, but when leas than that 
is present death is pretty sure to! 
follow promptiy. It may be sald 
that the relations of water to the 
organism are a very potent factor 
in determining its form and struc- 
ture and its size, as the structure of 
the organs of absorption and respira- 
tion responds directly to the water 
relations of the plant: A long con-

Water is the important’and quite
